FORTY TRUE BILLS FROM GRAND JURY 


ghe Return of One of the Refugees Re- 
ad news the Excitement—A Col- 
ored Leader Talks. 


Manion, Ark., July 22.—[Special.]~Tho 
Crittenden county trouble took on a new phase 
today. Whenthe noon train arrived from 
Memphis Dr. N. J. Stith stepped off. Stith 
is ope of the colored men who was put ina 
wagon and carted to the Mississippi by a de- 
tachment of white men carrying, Winehesters, 
directed to goon board a boat, and never re- 
turn to the county agaiu. 

Stiff—l’s return was a great surprise. It was 
not expected that any of the banished would 
be seen here again. While little was saic 
about the penalty of coming back, there 
was a clear, understanding what 
it would be to many. Therefore 
Stith’s appearance this noon, lcoked like do- 
ing the worse. A letter was received here 
this morning by the’ mother-in-law of D. W. 
Lewis, the banished county judge, saying 
that he would be in today. No contidence was 
put init, but at the same time provision was 
made to meet the unéxpected emergency. 

There were men at Me depot when the train 
arrived to take care of Lewis if hecaine. He 
did not come, but Stith got off. Deputy Con- 
stable Tom Adams, a colored man, immedi- 
ately stepped forward, told Stith he wasa 
prisoner, took him to the county jail and 
locked him up. Adams stated later 
that he did not know the charge against Stith, 
but had arrested him under order. He imme- 
diately made a trip to Sheriff’ Werner, who 
lives several miles from Marion, and reported 
the arrest. Stith had not been here an hour 
before he realized 

WHAT A RISK HE HAD TAKEN 
incoming back in face of the notice given 
him by the white men’s organization. He 
had been writing to parties here, among them 
County Treasurer Férguson, begging the privi- 
lege of returning long enough to settle his 
business. But he had come without waiting 
forthe answer. Hliseéxplanation was that his 
nephew, who lived in his house here, had 
written him that Mrs. Stith was sick, and 
that it would be all right to come and see her. 

Presuming that the boy had authority from 
the white men for what he wrote, Stith says 
he got on the train and came without any sus- 
picion of danger. Jie.cxpressed the greatest 
willingness to geton the. next train and go 
back to Memphis as soon ashe discovered the 
state of public seniiment, but it was too late. 
In spite of repeated efforts to get bondsmen he 
remained a prisoner. Stith is a small brow: 
colored negro of quiet manners. He is given 
a good name by most of the _ white 
people, and is spoken of as_ the 
least guilty of the eighteen ordered from 
the countv. He is’a graduate of a medical 
college in Nashville. He passed successfully 
the examination by a county board prescribed 
by the Arkansas law, and was regularly 
licensed to practice. One of the examiners 
states that be made a vesy creditable showing 
of medical knowledge. 

“He took a class of practice that nobody 
else wanted,’’ as one of the white citizens 
expressed it, ‘‘and there was no objection to 
him on professional grounds.” 

AN EDITOR OF A PAPER. 

Sometime ago Stith was connected with the 
Headlight, the newspaper published by Flem- 
ing, the colored editor, who is one of the ban- 
ished. But he had some differences with the 
management and withdrew from the connec- 
tion. Ina letter which he wrote here two or 
three days ago, asking the privilege of coming 
back, Stith expressed himself in this way to 
his white friend: : 

‘‘You know I never had anything to do with 
that ring and haven’t been about them since 
they have been here.”’ : 

He refers to County Judge Lewis, County 
Clerk Ferguson, Editor Fleming and the oth- 
ers as the “‘ring,’’ and meant to say that since 
the banishment he had kept aloof from them 
in Memphis. This letter was produced after 
Stith’s arrest today, and it was a big point in 
his favor. His previous character was also 
taken into consideration. 

It was well for Lewis that he did not come, 
for there would have been little hesitation in 
his case. Stith spent the afternoon in jail, not 
knowing what was to become of him. While 
the leading white citizens were considering 
the situation, Stith’s wife, for whose sake he 
had taken the dangerous step, sat inthe door 
of the jail crying. They were but recently 
married in Nashvilie. She isa teacher ip one 
of the Crittenden county schools. Some ofthe 
younger white men were for taking prompt 
action in Stith’s case. There were those in 
favorof hanging him. The older men protested 
against this,and iasisted that the law be allowed 
to take its course. An explanation of the 
grounds on which Stith had been arrested 
helped to allay the sentiment that favored 
lynching. The papers in his case showed that 
one of the indictments returned last night was 
against him. He is charged with being one of 
those | 
WHO CONSPIRED AGAINST THE WHITE PEOPLE 
and with implication in the sending of the 
anonymous notes to white citizens to leave the 
county within five days. Stith insists that he 
had cut loose entirely from the others, but it is 
claimed that there was evidence before the 
grand jury to convict him with them. The 
evidence was given by colored men. who, it 
is said, admitted with great reluctance the ex- 
istence of the conspiracy, and gaye names and 
plan. The manner in which the grand jurors 
got atthe secrets was this: They obtained 
some damaging admission from @ colored man. 
Then they sent fot-another, who at first argued 
entire ignorance. He was told that it was use- 


less, that certain statements which were re- 


peated to him had been made by another. He 
then weakened and said that if some other col- 
ored man had talked he might as well do the 
s0me, and proceeded to add to the revelations. 
By thus pumping with considerable ingenuity, 
one withess after another, who had 
been on ‘friendly terms with 
the banished men the grand jurors succeeded in 
drawing out the details of what is called the 
Conspiracy. Capiases for all the banished are 
now in the hands of the sheriff, and they will 
be served upon every one who returns. These 
Capiases ‘were issued quietly at a late hour 
t night. The factthat Deputy Sheriff

Court adjourned yesterday for the semi-an- 
nual term, and will not meet again until Janu- 
ary. As there isa decided indisposition to give 
bail for these men; they are likely to remain in 
custody six months. The arrest of Stith 
had the affect to arouse the white people. The 
excitement was dying out. Pickets and 
patrols had been discontinued, but now the 
feeling isintense again. Following the arrest 
of Stith caine the report that the other refu- 
gees had organized and were coming over 
from Memphis tonight, with friends. Prepa-

A LIVELY TIME TONIGHT. 

The Rising Sun Baptist church was almost 
deserted today. The sexton rang the bell. 
There was a feeble attempt at a Sunday 
school, but there was'no preaching. One 
of the exiles belonged to the Rising 
Sun church,and one of them, Rev. T. L. 
Lawrence, was the pastor. The action of the 
white citizens not only leaves the organization 
without a pastor, but without officers and 
without any leading members. Ten or twelve 
colored men stood around the church steps 
and ipghhe shade of the belfry, talking in low 
tones and looking depressed. The upper story 
of the building was the Masonic lodge room. 
The blue curtains are down their fullest 
length. There has been. no lodge meeting 
since the banislL ment, and there will be none 
for some time, for the lodge has suffered the 
fate of the church. It is, too, without officers, 
and almost without members. . 

AN APPEAL FOR PEACE. 

At the Pleasant Grove Baptist church, the 
largest colored church in Arkansas, Elder Rob- 
inson had a large congregation. He made his 
entire discourse and appealed to his people to 
keep at peace with the white folks. ‘Go home 
and be at peace,’’ he said. “I. told you last 
Sunday let us go home and be quiet. I told 
you there was no race war in Crittenden 
county. A few men can’t make a race war. 
Thev tell me you people all got excited. Some 
left the fields and their work. I have never 
heard of anybody trying to deprive you of life, 
liberty nd the pursuit of happiness. 
There has not been a white man to come here 
to interfere with you, has there? (Cries of 
no,no.) You have met hcg at all hours and 
had your meetings and gone ;.vome without be- 
ing molested, haven’t you? (Cries of yes, 
bres; de Lawd.) I tell you the only impose- 
ment Teverhadin this place was from my 
ownrace. Somebody is trying to get up ex- 
citement, and if they do they will be the first 
to run.” 

So the parson, whois a character in this 
county, andof greatinfluence with his big 
flock, talked tothem for an hour, The elder 
is the man who signed a statement saying the 
white people bad great provocation, and were 
not io blame for running the cighteen colored 
men out of the county. About one hundred of 
his people signed the paper with him. 


THE ASSEMBLY IS SPLIT. 


District Assembly 49 of the Knights Parts 
in Twain 

New York, July 22.—The disagreement in 
district assembly 49 of the Knights of Labor, 
caused by the conduct of Master Workinan 
James E, (Guinn, which Master Workman 
Powderly came here to adjust some time ago, 
has at last culminated in asplit. At a meet- 
ing at Pythagoras hall teday, Quinn refused 
to open the proceedings unless four men 
whom he had expelled for insubordination, 
left the room. As they declined, Quinn and 
his friends left the hall and _ established 
themselves at No. 98 Forsyth street, 
taking the charter with him. Delegates from 
137 local assemblies went with him, and those 
from 87 assemblies remained. D. A. 49 owns 
Pythagoras hall, but Quinn’s opponents are in 
a majority in the board of trustees, and they 
hold the fort. George Dunn, who is the leader 
of the opposition, is a strong protectionist, and 
Quinn is neutral, believing in the abolition of 
competitive production, regardless of the tariff. 
This was another bone of contention, and it is 
expected the Dunn men will come out for pro- 
tection. / 


THE BALANCE OF POWER 


Ciaimed to Rest With the Railroad Men in 
lilimois. 


CurcaGco, July 22.—About five hundred 
men, representing the engineers, firemen, 
brakemen, switchmen of the roads running 
out of Chicago, held a meeting today the ob- 
ject of which was to take political action on 
questions of interest to the order. It was 
claimed that those in the meeting represented 
about thirty thousand voters throughout the 
state, and that, therefore they would 
hold the balance of power, as 
far as the legisiature was concerned. 
A club was formed, which will have for its 
battle cries the repeal of the Morritt conspir- 
acy law and a Stricter enforcement of the pri- 
vate detective law against the Pinkertons. A 
committee of five was also appointed, which is 
to take charge of the campaign and act asa 
sort of board, from which directiong are to 
emanate. No reference, whatever, ina direct 
way will be made to the ‘‘Q”’ troubles. 


The Locomotive Engineers. 


Pirrspura, July 22,—At a large meeting of 
the brotherhood of locomotive engineers 
and firemen here this afternoon, arrangements 
were made fora grand union meeting of all 
lodges in this section, to be held three days, 
commencing Aug@t 27th. Among those who 
will be present are Chief Arthur, Grand Mas- 
ter Sargent, vice-Grand Master Hannahan, 
Chairman Hoge and Eugene B. Dobbs. The 
object of the meeting is not known. 


THE CROP BULLETIN, 


The Weather forthe Week Unfavorable for 
Growth 

WASHINGTON, July 22.—The crop bulletin 
issued by the signal oftice says: The weather 
during the week has been favorable for grow- 
ing crops in the wheat and corn regions of the 
northwest. The recent heavy rains followed 
by the excess of sunshine, have greatly im- 
proved the condition of corn and oats, which 
are generally reported in excellent condition, 
but more rain is needed in portions of Michi- 
gan for these crops. Reports from Kansas 
indicate that crops have been considerably 
damaged by hail. Reports from Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Arkansas, Louisiana, Alabama and 
Mississippi, show thatthe crop conditions have 
been improved by favorable weather during 
the past week. More rain is needed in North 
and Sonth Carolina, although in the latter 
state the weather was favorable for cotton. 
In New Jersey and Pennsylvania, wheat, rye 
ang hay harvests have been about completed 
during the favorable weather of the past week, 
The weather conditions in these two states 
have been usually favorable for staple crops. 


Death of Professor Lewis. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 22.—A cablegram was 
received here announcing the death at Man- 
chester, England, yesterday, of Henry Car- 
vill Lewis, professor of geology at the academy 
of natural science, and at Haverford college. 
Professor Lewis sailed for Englard a few 
weeks ago on the steamer Alaska, and intend- 
ed to remain abroad three or four years. His 
wife and child accompanied him. One of his 
obdjects in going to England at this time was 
to read a paper before the British association, 
and it was his intention to prosecute his geo- 
logical studies in Norway.

SHOT BY HER LOVER. - 


A Rural Tragedy in an Illinois 
Community, 


THE GIRL DID NOT LIKE-HER SUITOR 


And He Creeps Up On Her With a 
Loaded Revolver—The Pop- 
ular Excitement. 


Decatur, Ils., July 22.—[Special.]—A de- 
liberate and willful murder was enacted near 
Harristown, this county, eleven miles west of 
Decatur, this morning dt 8 o’clock, the victim 
being Miss Florence Kilpatrick, a beautiful 
brunette of seventeen, who was shot twice ina 
cowardly manner by her lover, Albert M. 
Fields, a young farm hand and teamster, 
whose mother lives in Decatur. 

Miss Kilpatrick was shotin the neck and 
breast near the heart. The murderer isin the 
county jail. 

The tragedy is a shocking affair, with pecu- 
liar features. Miss Kilpatrick is a daughter of 
Mrs. Alexander Metlin, who resides near De- 
catur. When Florence, whose father is dead, 
was ten yearsof age, she was placed in the 
family of Francis M. Moore, a tenant on the 
H. W. Feirton farm, near Harristown. She 
was paid for what work she did about the 
house, and was treated as a member of the 
family. 

ALBERT FIELDS APPEARED. 

Two years ago Albert Fields began doing 
farm work in the Moore neighborhood, and for 
sixteen months was in the constant employ of 
Moore. Heo was an industrious and frugal 
young men, and became deeply attached to 
Miss Kilpatrick. On July 4, 1887, he took her 
to Springfield on the train. This trip came to 
the knowledge of Mrs. Metlin, who visited the 
Moore place, and forbade her daughter having 
anything more to do with Fields, whom she 
didn’t like. She also commanded Moore to 
prevent Fields from visiting her daughter, 
or going out with her to 
country parties. Mrs. Moore repeatedly or- 
aered Fields to stay away from the house, and 


last winter he began carrying a five-shooter—_ 


a Smith & Wesson revolver, 32 calibré. In the 
meantime, he had saved enough money to pur- 
chase a spanof horses aud‘a wagon and began 
teaming in Decatur last spring. It appears he 
kept up a correspondence with Miss Kilpat- 
rick and visited her two weeks ago, but accord- 
ing to the version of Mrs, Moore the young 
lady did not love FieJds, and wanted to get rid 
of the impetuous ycung man, from whom she 
would hide in stores on her visits to Decatur. 
THE FATAL VIS?T. 

It was supposed that Fields had grown 
weary of the opposition to his suit, and had 
given up all hope of winning Florence for his 
wife, until this morning, he rodé out to the 
Mecore farmin a read cart. He found Moore 
at his barn, some distance from fhe two-story 
dwelling, and asked his consent to have a chat 
with Florence, as he seid he wanted 
her to go to Decatur with him in 
the cart, and attend the prohibition 
campaign. Moore told Fields he did not 
think Flerence would go,{but that he might 
goand ask ner. Fields went to the house,and 
soon after Moore saw him. drive away up the 
road in his cart.- Miss Kilpatrick was then at 
work cleaning some nulk pans near the side of 
the house, Mrs. Moore and her mother being 
up stairs. Mr. Moore continued at work at 
the barn. 

TWO PISTOL SHOTS HEARD, 

Half an hour after Fields rode off Moore 
heard two pistol shots at the house, and has- 
tening tothe scene he found Miss Kilpatrick 
lying on a bed with two pistol shots in her 
body and mortally wounded. The girl said 
Fields had slipped up around the house and 
shot her. Instantly Moore took down his 
double-barrel shot-gun, saddled his horse and 
started off in persuit of Fields, who was seen 
up the the road driving his horse at a gallop. 

GOT THE DROP ON HIM. 

Alone Moore gave hot chase, and after a run 
of three miles came within shooting distance 
of Fields, who had stopped in the middle of 
the road, and was feeling for his revolver, but 
Moore, who is a cool headed, plucky farmer, 
got the drop on the young man, made him 
throw up his hands and throw his revolverand 
knife in the road, where Moore picked them 
up. Fields at once confessed that he had done 
the shooting, pleading as an excuse that he 
loved Florence, couldn’t live without her, 
and intended to shoot himself _ after 
he had come to Decatur, and had 
bidden his mother farewell. After he had the 
talk with Florence he went away 200 yards, 
hitched his horse to the fence, stole back 
through the farm yard and fired the shots 
while the girl wasat work. Moore was strong- 
ly tempted to shoot the fellow down in the 
road, but instead he forced Fields to drive 
to Decatur in the cart, while his cap- 
tor rode behind on his horse with 

SHOTGUN COCKED AND READY 
for instant use. Moore turned the prisoner 
over to Sheriff Muzzy. Fields is sullen and 
will not talk. Heisa young man of 22 and 
has heretofore borne a good reputation. He is 
a well built man, of medium height, and sup- 
ported his mother, one sister and a youthful 
brother. Fields’s mother visited him in tlie 
jail today, the scene being of a very affecting 
gharacter. State’s Attorney Mills and Mar- 
shal Mason drove out to the Moore place this 
afternoon, inthe hope of securing the dying 
statement of Miss Kilpatrick. She was still 
alive at 6 o’clock but cannot recover. 

THE HEARTBROKEN MOTHER. 

Mr. Moore broke the news of the assassina- 
tion of her daughter to Mrs. Metlin, who is 
nearly wild with grief, It is known Fields 
was not attentive to any other girl except Miss 
Kilpatrick, and it is also known that she gave 
him no encouragement, answering his 
letters mainly through fear that he 
might do something desperate 
injuring herself or her friends, Mr. and Mrs, 
Moore. The feeling against Fields is quite 
strong this evening. The revolver taken from 
him has two empty chambers and three filled. 
Moore says that on his way into the city par- 
ties who overtook him declared that a mob 
was forming to lynch Fields, but Moore did 
not increase his speed. There will probably 
be no attempt to storm the jail, which is built 
of stone and strengly guarded.

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WILHELM’S WANDERINGS. 
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Willthe Emperor go to Rome?—The Quirinal 
and the Vatician. 

Sr. PETerssurc, July 21.—The German 
imperial visitors attendedthe Lutheran ser- 
vice this morning. Afterward they accompanied 
theezar and czarina to the Castle Scheley, 
whore service was he!d according to the Rus- 
sian liturgy. Splendid chorales were rendered 
by the court band. The departure of the Ger- 
man imperial party was postponed until Tues- 
dayahorning, The official messenger says that 
in proposing the health of Emperor William 
af Krasnee Selo the czar included in the toast 
‘His glo os army.”’ 

Kmperor Williatn visited the queen of the 
Hetienes on Saturday. 

The emperor's projected meeting with King 
Humbert is indetinitely fixed for October. 
Under the instigation of Prime Minister 
Grispi, King Humbert has asked the emperor 
to visit Rome, and the latter has assented. 
The pope, being apprised of this fact, has sent 
& Vigorous protest to Bismarck, declaring that 
thé @mperor’s presence at Rome would be an 
act of hostility toward the vatican, especially 
during the pending crisis with the Italian 
government. 

Cardinal Rampolla, the papal secretary of 
State, has also sent a circular to the nuncios at 
Bavaria and Austria asking them to use their 
intiuencé with those governments to indug 
them to advise the Emperor William that bis 
interview with King Humbert must be ata 
plate remote from Rome. 

Mgr. Galimberti sought a conference yester- 
day with Prince Henry of Reuss, the German 
anybassador at Vienna, and made an urgent 
representation declaring that an interview 
with King Humbert in Rome would render 
the pope’s position intolerable and probably 
precipitate his departure. Signor Crispi holds 
that there has been no arrangement hitherto 
that no ruling sovereign should be received in 
Rome. 

In deference to Catholic sentiment, Victor 
Emanuel and Humbert have avoided sanction- 
ing by their presence at the quirinal the pope’s 
aispossession, and the vatican has not failed to 
draw advantages from this fact, using if as a 
proof that the Italian government’s occupa- 
tion of the pope’s territory was not definite 
even in the eyes of Italy. 

The National Zeitung quotes the Italia as 
representing the views of the Italian govern- 
inént to the effect that the emperor's yisit will 
be a guarantee of Italian unity. 

Emperor William, in his address to the 
reichstag, approved tke alliance with united 
Italy. If he now hesitates to come to Rome 
he will contradict his declared policy. In re- 
soiving to visit King Humbert in the capital 
of Italy, the emperor has given proof that he 
understands the situation, thus argues the 
Italia. On the other hand, Cardinal Rampol- 
la’s noite alludes to the services which the vat- 
ican has rendered the German government in 
influencing the Catholic party at the last elec- 
tion for members of the reichstag, and also in 
assisting Bismarck to modify the kultenkampf. 

The impression grows in official circles that 
the vatican will defeat Crispi on this point; 
that the influence of the prince regent at Ba- 
varia and the emperor of Austria wiil be 
brought to bear in order to induce Emperor 
William not to goto Rome, and select Milan 
or Ilorence as the place of meeting. 

Queen Natalie, of Servia, who arrived at 
The Hague tonight, has further cause for com- 
plaint against the Berlin government. She 
accuses Count Von Bray Steinbarg, the Ger- 
mah minister at Belgrade, of urging King 
Milan to contract a marriage with one of the 
Sexe-Oitenbourg princesses. The Servian pre- 
mier approves the project. Nothing will be 
done openly until a divorce has been obtained. 

The proceedings move slowly. A powerful 
sé¢tion of the higher Servian clergy oppose 
the divorce.and deny the competence of the 
syned tointerfer. The attitude of the clergy 
being likely to prevent the granting of the di- 
vorce, the friends of Queen Natalie have re- 
newed negotiations for a separation under the 
tesmec.offered her at Wicsbaden. 

There Were fifty thousand men and cne 
hundred and sixty-eight guns inthe Krasnoe 
Selo review. The review gave evidence that 
the Kiussian troops have much improved in 
the lastfew years. Emperor William greatly 
admired the troops, especially the Cossack 
artillery. Prior to the embassy din- 
ner the imperial visitors went on an 
excursion in @ small steamer to. the 
islands of the Neva. At the dinner, Emperor 
William had Prince Henry on his right and 
Count Schcuvaloff on his left.

NICARAUGA CANAL. 


Report of the Progress of the Work—Tlie 
Surveys. . 
trvAs, Nicarauga, June 22.—Since the iast 
report of the progress of the Nicaranga canal 
survey those remaining in the field has been 
engaged in completing and detailing infcrma- 
tion about confining the ridge and embank- 
ments aud settling the line of basin of San 
Francisco connecting 4nd checking the levels 
of the different seas, finishing in the western 
division, making additional surveys, with a 
view of extending navigation on the basin of 
Tolada for an additional half mile. The sur- 
veys in San Francisco basin will probably last 
ten days, when the party engaged in 
that work will be transferred to 
the river San Carlos. The boring party will 
finish its work east of the lake the first week 
in July and will then go to the western di- 
vision. The hydographic party is just wind- 
ing up its work at Greytown and will leave for 
the United States by the first steamer in July. 
Work on the western division will be finished 
in ten days when Mr. Perse and party will ex- 
amine the Salo Bayroutes. Sub Chief En- 
gineer Perry, will sail for the United 
States by the first steamer in July, 
taking with him the plans and survey 
records.

PHILADELPHIA, July 22.—About 2,000 
Italians assembled in Kelly’s hall this after- 
noon, ts protest against the statements that 
had been made that they were a pauper class, 
aud that the recently appointed committee 
proposes to investigate the matter.

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A ROOSTER WHIPS A DARKY.

The sporting event of the season took place 
last evening in a quiet place in the vicinity of 
Thirty-fifth and Butler streets, where a colored 
man was matched to fight a game rooster. The 
former was to use nothing but his mouth for 
offense, or to butwith his head in defense. 
The combatants were duly prepared, the col- 
ored man’s wool and the rooster’s feathers be- 
ing thoroughly examined to prevent the intro- 
duction of cayenne pepper or insect powgler 
into the combat on either side. 

In the first round the rooster, which was an 
Irish blue, made a feint for the darky’s skull, 
stooping to avoid which he caught the gaff in 
his left ear, making an incision large enough 
to insert a ring hold for an earring. First blood 
was claimed for the rooster, but the darky’s 
friends claimed a foul, which was not allowed 
by the umpire, as they were at fault for not 
having their bird properly trimmed. 

For the next four rounds the battle was pret- 
ty even, the colored gentleman knocking a few 
mouthfuls of feathers from his antagonist and 
the latter lodging afew home thrusts in his 
opponent’s crest.

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LINCOLN AND YOUNG ARMSTRONG. 


Where Dr. Eggleston Found the Pilot of Hie 
Novel, “The Graysons.” 


The foundation of Dr. Eggleston's Century 
novel, ‘The Graysons,” “y donbtless to be 
found in the story of Abraham Lincoln’s de- 
fense of a young Armstrong, accused of mure 
der. The young Inan’s father and mother took 
an interest in Lincoln when he first began to 
earn his own living, employed him, lent him 
books, and kept him at their house after the 
season for work was over. In an old number 
of the Cleveland Leader is to be found the 
sequal: 

“Some few years since the eldest son of Mr. 
Lincoln’s old friend, Armstrong, the chief su 
porter of his widowed mother—the good old 
man having some time previously passed from 
earth—was arrested on the charge of murder. 
A young man had been killed during a riotous 
melee in the nighttime at a campmeeting, 
one of his associates stated that the death 
wound was inflicted by young Armstrong. A 
preliminary examination was gone into, at 
which the accuser testified so positively that 
there seémed no doubt of the guilt of the pris- 
oner, and therefore he was held for trial. As 
is too often the case, the bloody act caused an 
undue degree of excitement in the public mind. 
Every improper incident in the life of the pris 
oner—each act which bore the least semblance 
of rowdyism—each schoolboy quarrcl—was 
suddenly remembered and magnified, until 
they pictured him as a fiend of the most horri- 
ble hue. As these rnmors spread abroad th 
were received as gospel truth, and a feveri 
desire for vengeance seized upon the infatua- 
ted populace, while only prison bars prevented 
a horrible death at the hands of amob. The 
events were heralded in the country papers, 

ainted in highest colors, accompanied by re- 
worn over the certainty of punishment being 
meted out tothe guilty party. The prisoner, 
overwhelmed by the circumstances under 
which he found himself placed, fell into @ 
melancholy condition bordering on despair, 
and the widowed mother, looking through 
— tears, saw no cause for hope from earthly 
aid. 

At this juncture the widow received a letter 
from Mr,‘Lincoln volunteering his services in 
an effort to save the youth from the impendin 
stroke. Gladly was his aid accepted, althougie 
it seemed impossible for even his sagacity to 
prevail in such a desperate case ; but the heart of 
the attorney was in his work, and he set abou& 
it with a will that kuew no such word as fail. 
Feeling that the poisoned condition of the pub- 
lic mind was such as to preclude the possibility 
of impaneling an impartial jury in the court 
having jurisdiction, he procured a change of 
venue and a postponement of the trial. He 
then went studiously to work unraveling the 
history of the case, and satisfied himself that 
his client was the victiin of malice, and that 
the statements of the accusers were a t:ssue of 
falsehoods. - 

“When the trial was called on, the prisoner, 
pale and emaciated, with hopelessness written 
on every feature, and accompanied by his half- 
hoping, hali-despairing mother—whose only 
hope was.ina mother’s belief in her son’s in< 
nocence, in the justice of the God she wor- 
shipped, and in the noble counsel who, without 
hope of fee or reward upon earth, had under- 
taken the cause—took his seat in the prisoners” 
box, and with a ‘stony grimness’ listened to the 
reading of the indictment. Lincoln sat quiet- 
ly by, while the large auditory looked on him 
as though wondering what he could say in de- 
fense of one whose guilt they regarded as cer- 
tain. The examination of the witnesses for 
the state was begun, and a well arranged mass 
of evidence, circumstantial and positive, was 
introduced, which seemed to impale the prison- 
er beyond the possibility of extrication. The 
counsel for the defense propounded but a few 
questions, and those of a character which ex- _ 
cited no uneasiness on the part of the prosecue 
tor—merely, in most cases, requiring the main 
witnesses to be definite as to the time and 
place. When the evidence of the prosecution 
was ended, Lincoln introduced a few witnesses 
to remove some erroneous impressions in ree 
gard to the previous character of his client-- 
who, though somewhat rowdyish, had never 
been known to commit a vicious act—and to 
show that a greater degree of il!-feeling existed 
between the accuser and the accused than the 
accused and the deceased. 

‘*The prosecutor felt that the case wasaclear 
one, and his opening speech was brief and for- 
mal. Lineoln arose, while a deathly silence 
pervaded the vast audience, and in a clear and 
moderate tone began his argument. Slowly 
and carefully he reviewed the testimony, 
pointing out the hitherto unobserved discre 
ancies in the statements of the principal wit- 
ness. That which had seemed plain and plau- 
sible he made to appear crooked as a serpent’s 
path. The witness had stated that the affair 
took erg atacertain hour in the evening, 
and that, by the aid of the brightly shining 
moon, he saw the prisoner infiict the death- 
blow with a slung-shot. Mr. Lincoln showed 
that at the hour referred to the moon had not 
yet appeared above the horizon, and conse- 
quently the whole tale was a fabrication. ™ 

‘‘An almost instantaneous change seemed o 
have beex wrought in the minds of his audi- 
tors, and the verdict of ‘not guilty’ was at the 
end of every tongue. But the advocate wag 
not content with this intellectual achievement. 
His whole being had for months been bound 
up in this work of gratitude and mercy, and as 
the lava of the overcharged crater bursts from 
its imprisonment, so great thoughts and burn- 
ing words leaped forth from the soul of the 
eloquent Lincoln. He drew a picture of the 
perjurer so horrid aud ghastly that the accuser 
could sit under 1t no longer, but reeled and 
staggered from the court room, while the au- 
dience fancied they could see the brand upon 
his brow. Thenin words of thrilling pathos 
Lincoln appealed to the jurors as fathers of 
some who might become fatherless, and as hus- 
bands of wives who might be widowed, to yield 
to no previous impressions, no illfounded prey 
udice, but to dohisclient justice; and as he al- 
luded to the debt of gratitude which he owed 
the boy’s sire, tears were seen to fall from 
many eyes unused to weep. 

“It was near night when he conclued by say- 
ing that if justice were done—as he believed 
it would be—before the sun should set it would 
shine upon his client a free man. The jury 
retired and the court adjourned for the day. 
Half an hour had not elapsed when, as the offi- 
cers of the court and the volunteer attorney 
sat at the tea table of their hotel, a messenger 
announced that the jury had returned to their 
seats. All repaired immediately to the court- 
house, and while the prisoner was bein 
brought from the jail the courtroom was fille 
to overtiowing with citizens from the town. 
When the prisoner and his motlrer entered, si- 
lence reigned as completely as though the 
house wereempty. The foreman of the jury, 
in answer to tlie usual inguiry from the court, 
delivered the verdict of ‘Not guilty!’ The 
widow dropped into the arms of hér son, who 
lifted her up and told her to leok upon him as 
before,free and innocent. Then, with the words 
‘Where is Mr. Lincoln?’ he rushed across the 
room and grasped the hand of his deliverer, 
while his heart was too full for utterance. Lin- 
coln turned his eyes toward the west, where 
the sun still Ungered in view, and then, turn- 
ing to the youth, said: ‘It is not yet sundown 
and you are free.’ I confess that my cheeks 
were not wholly unwet by tears, and I turned 
from the affecting scene. As I cast a glance 
behind, Isaw Abraham Lincoln obeying the 
divine injunction of comforting the widow 
and fatherless.’’

Here isthe division I have under my 
especial command:>onthe north side of Ai. 
There is the old city slumbering in its sin. To- 
morrow will be the battle. Look! the morning 
already begins to tip the hills. The 
giilitary ofilcers of Ai look out in the 
morning very early, and while they do not 
see the division in ambush, they behold the 
other division of Joshua, and the cry, ‘To 
arms! Toarms!’’ rings through all the streets 
of the old town, end everv sword, whether 
hacked and bent or pewly welded,is brought 
out, and all the inhabitants of the city of Ai 
pour through tho gates, an infuriated torrent, 
aud their cry is, ‘‘Come, we'll make quick 
work with Joshua and his troops ’’ No sooner 
had these people of Ai come out against the 
troops of Joshua, than Joshua gave sucha 
command as he seldom gave: “Fall back!” 
Why, they could not believe their own ears. 
Is Joshiua’s courage failing him? 

The retreat is beaten, andythe Israelites are 
fiying, throwing blankets and canteens on every 
side under this worse than Bull Run defeat. 
And you ought to hear the soldiers of Ai 
cheer and cheer and cheer. But 
they huzza too soon. The men 
lying in ambush are straining their vision to 
get some signal from Joshua that they may 
know what time to drop upon the city. Joshua 
takes his burnished spear, glittering in the 
sun like a shaft of doom, and points it toward 
the city; and when the men up yonder in the 
ambush see it, with hawklike swoop they drop 
upon Ai, and without stroke of sword or stab 
of spear take the city and put it to the torch. 
So much for the division that was in ambush. 
Flow about the division under Joshua’s com- 
mand? No sooner does Joshua stop in the 
flight than all his men stop with him, and as 
he wheeis they wheel, for in the voice of thun- 
der he cried ‘Halt!’ one strong arm driving 
back a torrent of flying troops. And then, as 
he points his spear through the golden light 
toward that fatal city, his troops know that 
they are to start forit. What a scene it was 
when the division in ambush which 
had taken the city marched down 
against the men of Ai on the one side, and the 
troops under Joshua doubled up their enemies 
from the otherside, and the men of Ai were 
caught between these two hurricanes of Israel- 
itish courage, thrust before and_ behind, 
stabbed in breast and back, ground between 
the upper and the nether millstones of God’s 
indignation. Woetothecity of Ai! Cheer 
for the triumphs of Israel! 

Lesson the tirst: There is such a thing as 
victorious retreat. . Joshua’s falling back was 
the first chapter in his successful besiegement. 
And there are times in your life when the best 
thing you can dois torun. You were once the 
Victim of strong drink. The demijohn and 
the decanter were your fierce foes. They came 
down upon you with greater fury than the 
men of Ai upon the men of Joshua. Your only 
Safety is to get away from them. Your 
d ssipating companions will come argind you 
for your overthrow. Run for your life! Fall 
back! Fall back from the drinking saloon. 
Fail back from the wine party. Your flight 
is your advance. Your retreat is your victory. 
There is a saloon down on the next street that 
has almost beenthe ruin of your soul. Then 
why do you go along that street? Why do 
you not pass througli some other street rather 
than by the place of your calamity ? A spoon- 
ful of braudy taken for medicinal purposes by 
aman who twenty years before had leon re- 
formed from drunkenness, hurled.into inebri- 
ety and the grave one of the best friends I 
everhad. Your retreat isyour victory. Here 
is 2 converted infidel. He is so strong now in 


his faith in the gospel he says he can read | 


anything. What are you reading? Loling- 
broke? Andrew Jackson Davis’s tracts? 
Tyndall’s Glasgow university address? 
Drop them andrun. You will be an infidel 
before you die unless you quit that. These 
men of Ai will be too much for you. Turn 
your back on the rank and file of unbelief. 
Fly before they cut you with their swords and 
tranusfix you with their javelins. 

There are people who have been well nigh 
ruined because they risked a foolhardy expe- 
dition in the presence of mighty and over- 
Whelming temptations, and the men of Ai 
made aimorning meal of them. So also there 
is such a thing as victorious retreat in the re- 
ligious world. Thousands of times the king- 
dom of Christ has seemed to fatl back. When 
the bleod of the Scotch covenanters gave a 
deeper dye tothe heather of the highlands, 
When the Vaudois of France chose extermina-

O, meu of the pul- 
pit and men of the pew, Christ’s descent from 
weaver to eart!: does not measure half the 
distance. It was from glory to perdition. He

chasm, pit below pit, until he seemed to strike 
the bottom of objurgation and seorn and _tor- 
ture. Oh, the long, loud, jubilant shout of 
hell at the defeat of the Lord God Almighty! 

But let not the powers of darkness rejoice 
quite sosoon. Do you hear that disturbance 
in the tomb of Arimathea? I hear the shect 
rending! What means that stone hurled 
down the side of the hill? Who is this com- 
ing out? Push him back! the dead must not 
Stalk in this open sunlight. O. it is our 
Joshua. Let him come out.. He comes forth 
and starts for the city. He takes the spear of 
the Roman guard and points that way. Church 
militant marches upon one side and the 
church triumphant marches down on the 
other side. And the powers of darkness being 
caught between these ranks of colestial 
and terrestial valor, nothing is left 
of them save just enough to illustrate the-dire- 
ful overihrow of hell and our Joshua’s eternal 
victorv. On fiis head be allthe crowns. In 
His hand beal!l the scepters. At His feet be 
ail the human hearts; and here, Lord, is one 
of them. 

Lesson the second: The triumph of the 
wicked isshort. Did you ever see an army in 
apanic? Thereis nothing so uncontrollable. 
Ii you had stood at Long Bridge, Washington, 
during the opening of our sad civil war, you 
would Know what it isto see an army run. And 
when those men of Ai looked out and saw those 
men of Joshuain astampede they expected easy 
work. ‘They would scatier them as the 
equinox the leaves. O, the gleeful and jubi- 
lant descent of the men of Ai upon the men of 
Joshua! But their exhilaration was brief, for 
the tide of battle turned and these quondam 
conquerers left their miserable carcasses on Be- 
thaven. Soitalwaysis. The triumph of the 
wicked is short. You make $20,000 at the 
gaming table. Do you expect to keepit? You 
will die in the poorhouse. You made a for- 
tune by iniquitous traffic. Do you expect to 
keep it? Your money will seatter, or it will 
stay long enough to curse your children after 
you are dead. Call over the roll of bad men 
who prospered and see how shore was 
their prosperity. Fora while like the men of 
Ai they went from conquest to conquest, but 
after awhile disaster rolled back upon them 
and they were divided into three parts: mis- 
fortune took their property, the grave took 
their body, and the lost world took their soul. 
I am always interested in the building of thea- 
ters and the building of dissipating saloons. I 
like to have them built of the best granite and 
have the rooms made large and to have the 
pillars made very firm. God is going to con- 
quer them and they will be turned into 
asylums and art galleries and churches. The 
stores in which fraudulent men do business, 
the splenid banking institutions where the 
president and cashier put all their property in 
their wife’s hands and then fail for $200,000—all 
these institutions are to become the places 
where honest Christains men de business, 

How long will it take your boys to -get 
through your ill-gotten gains? The wicked do 
not live half their days. For a while they 
swagger and strut and make a great splash in 
the newspapers, but after a while it all dwin- 
dies down into a brief paragraph: ‘Died sud- 
denly, July 22d, 1888, at thirty-five years of 
age. Relatives and friends of the family are 
invited to attend the funeral on Wednesday, 
at two o’clock, from his late residence on Mad- 
ison Square. Interment at Greenwood.’’ Some 
of them jumped off the docks. Some 
of them took prussic acid. Some of them fel! 
under the snap of a derringer pistol. Some of 
them spent their last days in a lunatic asylum. 
Where are William Tweed and his associates ? 
Where are Ketcham and Swartwout, abscond- 
ing swindlers? Where is James Fisk, the 
libertine? Where is John Wilkes Booth, the 
assassin? and all the other misdemeanants? 
The wicked do not live out half their days. 
Disembogue, O world of darkness! Come up, 
Hildebrand and Henry II, and Rebespierre, 
and with blistering and blaspheming and 
ashen lips hiss out: '‘The triumph of the 
wicked is short.’’ Alas for the men of Ai 
when Joshua stretches out his spear toward 
the city! 

Lesson the third: How much may be ac- 
complished by lying in ambush for opportuni- 
ties. Are vou hypercritical of Jos)iua’s ma- 
neuver? Do you say that it was cheating for 
him to take that city by ambuscade? Was it 
wrong for Washington to kindle camp-fires on 
New Jersey heights, giving the impression to 
the opposing force that a great army was en- 
camped there when there was none atail? I 
answer, if the war was right then Joshua was 
right in his stratagem. He violated no flag of 
truce.

| how to lie in ambush for opportunities to serve 


God. The best of our opportunities do nut lie 
on the surface, but are secreted; by tact, by 
strategem, by Christian ambuscade, you may 
take almost any castle of Christ. Come up 
toward men with a regular besiegement of ar- 
gumentand you will be defeated; but just 
wait until the door of their hearts is set ajar 
or they are off their cuard, or their severe cau- 
tion is away from home, and then drop in on 
them from a Christian ambuscade, There has 
been many aman uptohischin in scientific 
portfolios which proved there was no Christ 
and no divine revelation, his pen a scimetar 
flung into the heart of theological opponents, 
who, nevertheless, has been discomfitted and 
captured for God by some little three-year-old 
child who has got up and put her snowy arms 
around his sinewy neck, and asked somesimple 
question apout God and heaven. 

Oh, make a flank movement; steal a march 
on the devil; cheat that man into heaven, a 
five dollar treatise that will stand al]! the laws 
of homiietics may fail to dothat which a pen- 
ny tract of Christian entreaty may accomplish. 
Oh, for more Christians in ambuscade, not ly- 
ing in idleness, but waiting for a quiek spring, 
Waiting until just the right time comes. Do 
nottalk toaman about the vanity of this 
world on the day when he las bought some- 
thing at ‘‘twelve’’ and is go‘ng to sell it at ‘‘fif- 
teen.’’ Dut talk to him about the vanity of iho 
world onthe day when he has bought some- 
thing at ‘‘fifteen’’ and is compelled to sell at 
‘twelve.’’ Do not rub a man’s disposition the 
wrong way. Do not take the imperative 
mood when the subjunctive mood will do just 
as well. Donot talk in perfervid style toa 
phlegmatic nor try to tickle a torrid tempera- 
ment with an icicle. Youcantake any man 
ior Christ if you know how to get athim. Do 
notsend wordto him that tomorrow at 10 
o’clock you propose to open your batteries up- 
on him. but come on him by a skillful, perse- 
vering, God-directed ambuscade. 

Lesson the fourth: The importance of tak- 
ing good aim. ‘There is Joshua, but how are 
those people inambush up yonderto kuow 
when they are to drop on the city, and how are 
these men around Joshua to know when they 
are to stop their flight and advance? There 
must be some signal—a signat to stop the one 
division and to start the other. Joshua witha 
spear on which were ordinartiy hung the colors 
of battle, poinis toward the city. Jie stands 
in such conspicuous position, and there is so 
much of the morning light dripping fron: that 
speartip, that all around the horizon they see 
it. It was as muchas tosav: ‘There is the 
city. Take ii, takeit now. Roll down from the 
west, Surge fromthe north. Itis ours the city of 
Ai. God knows and we know that a great 
dealof Christian attack amounts to nothing 
simply because we do not take good aim. No- 


| body kuows and we do not know ourselves 
which point we want to take, when we ought 


to make up our minds what God wil! have us 
todo, and point ourspear in that direction 
and then hurl our body, mind, soul, time, eter- 
nity atthatone target. In our pulpits and 
pews and Sunday schools and prayer meetings 
we want to get a reputatian for saying 
pretty things, and 60 we _ point 
our spear toward the flowers; or 


we want a reputation for saying sublime 
things, and we point our spear toward the 
stars; or we want to get a reputation for his- 
torical knowledge, and we point our spear to- 
ward the past; or we want to get a reputation 
for great liberality, so we. swing our spear all 
around ; and it strikes all points of the horizon, 
and you can make out of it whatever you 

Jease: while there is the old world, proud, re- 
Cations and armed against all righteousness ; 
and instead of running any further away from 
its pursuit, we ought to turn around, plant our 
foot in the strength of the eternal God, lift the 
old cross and point it in the direction of the 
world’s conquest till the redeemed of earth, 
marching up from one side and the glorified of 
heaven marching down from the other side, 
the last battiement of sin is compelled to swing 
out thestreamers of Emanuel. Oh, church of 
God, take aim and conquer. 

I have heaiditsaid: ‘Look out for a man 
who has one idea; he is irresistible.’’ I say: 
I.cok out for the man who has one idea, and 
that a determination for soul-saving. I believe 
God would strike me dead if I dared to point 
the spear in any other direction. Oh, for some 
of the courage and enthusiasm of Joshua! He 
flung two armies from the tip of that spear. 
It is sinful for us to rest, unless it is to get 
stronger muscle and fresher brain and purer 
heart for God’s work. I feel on my head the 
hands of Christin a new ordination. Do you 
not fee] the same omnipotent pressure? There 
is a work for all of us. Oh, that we might 
stand up side by side and _ point the 
spear toward the city! It ought to 
be taken. It will. be taken. Our 


cities are drifting off toward loose religion or | 


what is called ‘“‘liberal Christianity,’’ which is 
so liberal that it gives up all the cardinal doce- 
trines of the Bible, so liberal that it surrenders 
the rectitude of the throne of the Almighty. 
That is liberality with avengeance. Let us 
decide upon the work which we, as Christian 
men, have to do, and, in the strength of God, 
go to work and do it. 

It is comparatively easy to keep on a parade 
amid shower of bouquets and hand-clapping. 
and the whole street full of enthusiastic huz- 
zas; butitisnotso easy to stand up in the 
day of battle, the face blackened with 
smoke, the uniform covered with the 
earth ploughed up by whizzing 
bullets and bursting shells, half the regiment 
cut to pieces, and yet the commander crying, 
“Forward, march!’’ Then it requires old- 
fashioned valor. My friends, the greatest 
trouble of the kingdom of God in this day is 
the cowards. They do splendidly ona parade 
day, and at the communion, when they have 
on their best clothes of Christian profession; 
but put them out in the great battle of life, at 
the first sharpshooting of skepticism they 
dodge, they fall back, they break ranks. We 
contront the enemy, we open the battle against 
fraud, and lo! we find on our side a great 
inany people that do not try to pay their debts. 
And we open the battle against in- 
temperance, and we find on our own side 
a great many people who drink too much. And 
we open the battle against profanity, and we 
find on ourown side agreatmany men who 
make hard speeches. And we open the battle 
against infidelity, andlo!-we find on our own 
side a great many men who are not quite sure 
about the book of Jonah. And while we ought 
to be massing our troops, and bringing forth 
more than the united courage of Austerlitz, 
and Waterloo, and Gettysburg, we have to be 
spending our time in hunting up ambuscades. 
There are a great many in the Lord’sarmy who 
would like to go outonacampaign witi satin 
slippers and hoiding umbrellas over their heads 
to keep off the heavy dew, and having rations 
of canvas-back ducks and lemon custards. If 
they cannot have them they want to go home. 
They think it is unhealthy among so many 
bullets! 

I believe that the next twelve months will 
be the most stupendous year that heaven ever 
saw. The nations are quaking now with the 
coming of God. It will be a yearof successes 
forthe men of Joshua, but of doom for the 
men of Ai. You put your ear to the rail track 
and you can hear the train coming miles away. 
So I put my ear to the ground and I hear the 
thundering on of the lightning train of God’s 
mercies and judgments. The. mercy of God 
is first to be tried upon this nation. It will be 
preached in the pulpits, in theatres, on the 
streets, everywhile. People will be invited to 
accept the mercy of the gospel and the story 
and the song and the prayer will be ‘‘mercy.’’ 
But suppose they do not accept the offer of 
mercy—what then? Then God will come 
with his judgments, and_ the grasshopper will 
eat the crops, and the freshets will devastate 
the valleys, and the defalcations will swallow 
the money markets, and the fires will burn 
the cities, and the earth will quake from pole 
to pole. Year of mercies and of judgments. 
Year of invitation and warning. Year 
of jubilee andof woe. Which side are you 
going tobe on? With the men of Ai or the 
men of Joshua? Pass overthis Sabbath into 
the ranks of Israel]. I would clap my hands at 
the joy of your coming. You will have a 
poor chance for this worldand the world to 
come without Jesus. Youcannot stand what 
is to come upon you and upon the world ufiless 
you have the pardon and the comfort and the 
help of Christ. Comeover On this side is 
your happiness and safety, on the other side is 
disquietude and -despair. Eternal defeat to 
the men of Ai! Eternal victory to the men of 
Joshua!

Where Crime Hurts the Innocent. 

The career of the absconding banker, C.. 
C. Nelson, has left in itstrain not only 
ite financial evils, but from a social stand- 
point: its serpentine trail is not the less 
withering in its results. 

To the careful and prndent parent it may 
seem unaccountable that a stranger, hew- | 
ever pleasing may be his address, or how- 
ever respectable may be his standing in the 
business world, could be allowed to win his 
way into the affeetions of a daughter, and 
connect himself by blood and marriage with 
our best families, while yet his earlier his- 
tory and antecedents are veiled in obscurity. 
And yet the history of such an adventurer 
is frequently chronicled by the daily press, 
and even in our own state there is scarcely 
a town of any importance where some 
blighted home may not be pointed out, 
some aged father or nepther with head | 
bowed down in sorrow, some sad-eyed wo- 
man worse than widowed, who weeps over 
the future of her fatherless boy, that tells 
of lives wrecked and hearts trodden down 
beneath the ruthless tread of the plausible 
and accomplished adventurer. 

The rapid progress made in the develop- 
ment of the resources of the south, the spirit 
of hospitality, the desire of our people to 
extend theright hand of fellowship to all 
new-ecomers who have cast their lot with | 
us and are lending their aidin the building 
up of our new born industries, have made 
our southern country peculiarly a field for 
the successful operations of such char- 
acters. 

Whilesuch occurrences may generally be 
prevented by the exercise of prudent in- . 
quiry, it is unfortunately true that reason 
and judgment play but small part in affairs 
of the heart, and toa woman of delicate 
sentiment, the mere suggestion of the ne- 
cessity of their exercise is frequently scorned 

as ‘treasonable to the object in whom her 
heart las placed its faith, and as long 
as Woman is woman, she will continue to 
trust. 

Where a pure and virtuous woman las 
vielded to the dictates of her heartand mar- 
ried a man under such circumstances, she 
nay perhaps have been guilty of an error 
of judgment, but certainly not one of the 
heart, and in the eyes of God she is sinless. 
Nevertheless if it should turn out that her 
supposed husband is in reality the husband 
of another, our human laws force upon her 
the penalties of his guilt, she is denied even 
the privilege of the name bestowed upon | 
her before God’s altar when taking the holy 
vows of matrimony, jher children are 
branded as illegitimate and stand before the 
law no better than those who have been 
wilfully brought into the world in violation 
of the laws both of God and man. 

Surely there is injustice here; there js 
room for a legal discrimination, which will 
be some alleviation of.the inevitable suf- 
ferings of sucha woman. There is room 
for discrimination in favor of the offspring 
of such a marriage consummated under the 
farms of law and sanctioned by the priest 
of God, We intuitively recognize it, and 
the human heart teaches us that it lies in 
the glories of virtuous motherhood. 

The wrong tan never be righted, but 
some alleviation of its blighting effects 
could be effected by a law declaring that 
when a marriage was contracted under such 
circumstances the innocent wife should be 
entitled to the name taken in marriage, or 
the privilege of selecting another, and de- 
claring the children legitimate, except that 
right of inheritance from the father would 
be postpened to that of the first wife and. 
her children. This would go far toward 
lifting the stigma which attaches to the in- 
nocent sufferers from a father’s wrong.

The receipts at the same towns 
have been 2,209 bales more than the same 
week last year, and since September 1 the 
receipts at all the towns are 107,629 bales 
more than for the same time in 1886-7. 

The total reeefpts from the plantations 
since Séptember 1, 1887, are 5,465,637 balos; 
in 1886-7 were 5,183,226 bales; in 1885-6 
were 5,558,572 bales. Although the re- 
ceipts at the cutports the past week were 
10,062 bales, the actual movement from 
plantations was only 3,865 bales, the bal- 
ance being taken from the stocks at the in- 
terior towns. Last year the receipts from 
the plantations for the same week were 
bales, and for 1886 they were 3,327 bales. 

The average weight of the deliveries in 
Great Britain is 452 pounds per bale this 
season, against 488 pounds during the same 
time last season. The continental deliv- 
eries average 432 pounds, against 433 pounds 
last year, and for the whole of Europe the 
deliveries average. 432 pounds per bate, 


‘against 435-4 pounds last season. 


The weekly consumption in Entrope is 
now 146,000 bales of 400 pounds each, 
against 135,000 bales of the same weight at 
the corresponding time last year. The 
total spinners’ stocks in Great Britain and 
on the continent are now 1,000 bales less 
than at the corresponding date last season. 

The Chronicle’s telegraphic reports from 
the south indicate that as a rule the weather 
conditions have been favorable to cotton, 
which is now making quite satisfactory 
growth. The recentdry weather has caused 
much improvement in Texas, and the out- 
look in that state is now considered to be 
very flattering. 

The Chronicle says that the speculation 
in cotton for future delivery at New York 
was exceptionally dull for tfe first half of 
the week under review. There was nothing 
to encourage action by eitherparty. Foreign 
advices were without important feature. 
Crop accounts were fairly favorable. On 
Wednesday Liverpool reported some ad- 
vance, Which brought in buyers to cover 
contracts for this crop, causing an advance 
of 12 points, but the next crop was only 
1 to 2 points dearer at the close. ‘TPhursday 
there was renewed pressure in contracts for 
this crop, and they made a further advance 
of 15 to 16 points, but part of this was lost 
under sales to realize, and the next crop 
closed slightly cheaper. Friday speculation 
developed -some new features. This crop 
was weak and the next opened dearer. 
Values were unsettled throughout the day, 
and the close wasdull. Cotton onthe spot 
opened guiect. On Monday the additional 
sales reported for the previous week were 
5,948 bales for export and 1,258 bales for 
home consumption.

Doing Away With Middlemen. 
From the New York Commerciv? Bulletin. 


It has now been many years since organized 
effort. was made to do away with middlemen and 
bring producers and consumers as near together as 
possible with a view to obviating the multiplication 
of profits and margins as products passed through 
successive hands. The government, as first organ- 
ized, was toa greatextent visionary and imprac- 
tieable. Secing the exerssive profits to middlemen 
and uimeeessary intervention between producer 
and consumer were an evil and deprived producers 
of the full fruit of their labor, it was assumed that 
all mediation was injurious and that by co opera- 
tive organizations, combinations and deviees of va- 
rious kinds, the merchant} and his profits could 
be done away with, and sales ne 
gotiated either through sclesmen sala- 
ried by the producers or by the producers 
themselves. In some communities and even in 
great states, the theories advanced were fairly 
tested by experiment, and so tar as they were 
sound and practical good results were attained. 

Toa great extent, however, the movement was 

defeated by its own fallacies and devotion to half- 
truths, and as an organized effort its results were 
ingonsideradle, It must be a surprise to the pioneers 
in this movement who are now living to see how 
far their visionary ideas are being worked out in 
this eter day on a more practical basis, The world 
having rejected the fallacious theory that middlc- 
men as aclhass are unnecessary and burdensome, 
has been busying itself ever since in the more 
practical direction of getting rid of these inter- 
mediaries who are really useless. The progress 
which has been made in this direction has been 
very great, aud the influences now at work are cven 
niore far-reaching. Many ofthe most pronounced 
tendencies of the present day are strongly iu this 
direction, and the great adyanee in combination 
and absorption invulves this result at almost every 
step. 
A prominent consideration in that new and often 
- indefinable organization, the trust, is obliteration 
of middlemen. The tendency in Wholesale mercan- 
tile transactions of almost every character, and in 
importations of every class, is toward direct deal- 
ings without intervention. Competition and the 
necessity for reduced expenses forces this, and in 
great financial and commercial enterprises there is 
an almost universal effort to secure such alli 
ances and combinations eas will abolish the 
middleman. Through every branch of business 
this tendency may be observed, until we find even 
the farmers organizing their sales bureaux so as to 
get rid of unnecessary middlemen; the insurance 
companies making a hard: fight for the business 
which they have heretofore gladly left to well-paid 
brokers, and the railroads trying to cnt off the com- 
missions of ticket agents, Strongly marked and 
general as this movement is, however, it does not 
ignore the facet that the so called middleman in his 
true sphere and in certain branches Of business isas 
essential to trade as is @he produceror consumer, 
and that his part in the world’s activities is a most 
important one. 

The movement ts in step with the universal march 
toward better methods, and the obliteration of the 
unnecessary'and burdensome wherever they are 
found.’ The middleman who has gleaned excessive 
profits from unimportant service now finds his in- 
come shrinking, and the useless barnacle upon 
commerce must go—is going. In the better adjust- 
ment that is being broughtabout, when all relations 
are more ciearly defined andthe survival of the 
fittest has been emphasized by killing off the unfit, 
it will doubtless be found that the great intermedi 
ate class between producer and consumer will still 
have its proper place dnd sphere of activity, and 
thatits important coniribution tothe suecess of 
trade will be fully appreciated and properly eom- 
pensated.

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TOM WOOLFOLK. 
Judge Gustin Overruled the Mo- 
tion Fora New Trial. 


The Case Will Go to the Supreme Court— 
The Grounds Upon Which the 
Motion Was Based. 


The Tom Wolfolk case will now go to the 


supreme court. : 
Judge Gustin overruled the motion for a 
new trial which was argued in Macon on 


Saturday. 
Captain John C. Rutherford represented 


Wolfolk while Solicitor-General John L. 
Hardeman and{Attorneys Hall and Querry ap- 
peared for the state. 

The affidavit. of Mrs. S. L. Fletcher referred 
toin the 23d ground, pointed out the affee- 
tionate manner in which that lady had often 
heard Woolfolk speak of his father’s family 


and his stepmother. 

The grounds upon which the motion for 
new trial was based are as follows: 

1. Because said verdict is contrary to the evi- 
deuce, 

2. Because said verdict is contrary to the law. 

3. Because the verdictisso contrary tothe evi- 
denee as to induce the beliefthat the jury was ac- 
tuated by bias or prejudice. 

4, Because the court erredin refusing to grant 
the continuance asked for by the defendant upon 
the following grounds, in brief. this:. Excited state 
of the publie mind, bias und prejudice, whieh pre- 
cluded him the possibility ofa just trial: and by 
delay, this excited feeling would, in a measure, 
have subsided, Defendant shows tbat it wauld be 
a farce and mockery of justice toput him upon 
trial before a people whose minds have reached a 
firm and settled conviction as to his guilt. Because 
under the law he was prohibited from making a 
motion to change the venue until the venire of the 
county has been exhausted according to the provis- 
ions of the law. Because defendant has been in 
jail since the crime was committed, and had no 
chance to prepare fortrial: Because of the absence 
of Jack DuBose, an important witness, and the man 
arrested by Sheriff Kitchens, 5th Seetember, 1887, 
who claimed to have beenon the Woolfolk farm 
at the time of the killing, and said Woolfolk did not 
commit the crime. 

5. Because the court erred in holding that a 
juror may have readin the newspapers the sworn 
testimony taken downa: the eoroner’s inquest in 
thiscase, and formed and expressed an opinion 
upon the same,. that that fact would not disqualify 
him; andthe court erredin refusing to allow the 
jurors to be asked whether they had not read the 
sworn testimony given before the coroner’s inquest, 
and whether they had not formed and expressed an 
opinion after reading the same, and yet the court 
held that H. V. Napier was an incompetent. juror, 
because, in answerto the first question, he said he 
had formed an opinion from reading the newspa- 
pers, and that he could not be perfectly impartial 
between the state and the acensed. The court 
allowed the other questions to be asked, and then 
he'd the juror incompetent. 

6 Because the ccurt erred in holding W. A. Huff 
a competent juror after refusing to require him to 
say “yes” or “‘rio,” 2s to whether his mind was per- 
fectly impartial | etween the state and the accused. 
Huff simply answered he thought he was impartial. 

7. The court erred in permitting S. C, Chambhigs 
to testify in regard to the woolen bat drawn 
out of the well, that the hat was claimed to 
belong to a little negro boy. This wus hearsay evi- 
dence and illegal. 

8. The ecourterred in refusing’ to rule out that 
mart of the evidence of 1. P. Davis, that after the 
(Yo liolk family had been killed some one stopped 
him and said; ‘‘feil everybody that the Woolfok 
family is killed but one,’’ and witness then said: 
“The on» that got away was Tom Woolfoik, and he 
is the one who killed all the rest.”” This part of the 
testimony defendant heid to be illegal, and objected 
to it. 

9. The court erred in admitting the testimony 
of J. Dannenberg, in rezard to the Jconversation 
that passed between Dannenberg and Woolfolk in 
1586, 

10. The court erred in refusing.to rule out the tes- 
timony of John Owens, the negro who whitewashed 
Captain Woolfolk’s house. aud said Tom had talked 
to himabout owninz the property someday. The 
test: mony was immaterial, and bad no connection 
with the case. 

11, Because court erred in admitting testimony of 
Eliza Black on the question: ‘State whether a noise 
in the hall or in any other room in the house, would 
probally have awakened Mrs. West.’’ Question 
was indefinite. 

12. Court erred in permitting B. F. Howard to tes- 
tify on the question: ‘State what Mrs, Woolfolk said 
to you when she was leaving, going home.” It was 
hearsay testimony, ete. 

18. Counsel for delendant moved to rule out the 
testimony of W. A. Davis and others, as to what de- 
fendant nad said when he was, carried before the 
coroner's inquest and examined as a witngss, as, it 
was a moment of great excitement, and defendant 
could not be compelied to testify against himself, it 
was in violation of his lezal and constiiutional 
richts. The court erred in admitting the testimony. 

14. Defendant’s counsel jmovgd to rule out the 
testimony of Brown. Hollis, Davis and others, in 
revard to stripping the defendant. betore the coro- 
ner’sinquest. Defendant could not be compelled 
to furnish evidence against himself. Court erred 
in refusing to rule out such evidence. 

15. Courterred in sending the jury from the 
room fat the request of counsel for the state, 
who desired to urge certain objections against cer- 
tain testimony which the state’s counsel said they 
had heard would ie introduced by the defendant. 

16. The court erredin excludipg the testimony 
of 8. S. Pennington, and when called, and before 
being examined, the court sent the jury out of the 
courtroom over defendant’s objection, 

17. Court erredin ruling that the testimony of 
Sheriff Kitchen and F. KR. Walker, in regard to 
their conversation with Jack Dubose was inad- 
missable. : 

18. The erred in not  continu- 
ing the case on motion made by defend- 
ant’s counsel during the progress of the 
trial on accouunt of the excited condition of the 
public mind, that while the trial was progressing 
several things had arisen toshow that the public 
mind was even more excited than defendant bad at 
first imagined. 

19. The eourt erred in not clearing the court room 
of the excitedjcrowd at the time cries ‘‘Hang him!”’ 
“Hang him!’’ rang out through the court house.

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HEAT FROM ELECTRICITY. 
A Cleveland Invention Which is Expected 
to Take the Place of Fuel, 
From the Cleveland Press. 

On a small street in this city lives an inven- 
tive mechanic who for years has spent his spare 
timein a little shop back of his house. In it 
electricity reigns supreme, and the owner has 
worked out the triemph of many hours of study. 
Models of almost every electric apparatus known 
he has made for himself. In front hangs a powerfui 
carbon light, while cyery corner is illuminated with 
soft, mellow incandescent bulbs, all made by him- 
self and run by hisown dynamosand engine.’ Min- 
jature buzz saws running so fast as to be: almost in- 
Visible, electrical cars, phonographs, telephones, 
batteries and motorsof all kinds, everything operat- 
ed by electricity, turn this curiosity shop into a 
place where one feels the very influenezof that sub- 
tile fluid on his body and even in his brain. 

All these machines and toys are mere by play to 
the great discovery of generating heat from elee- 
tricity, on which he has been spending his lifetime, 
Under a cloth stcod his invention, small yet perfect 
and capable of generating enough heat to turn the 
shop room into a regular Turkish bath. The inven- 
tor uncovered the machine and explained some of 
its workings, but the most important parts are still 
secret. ‘For years,’’ he said, “I studied and exper- 
imented in vain. My first work was on the rule 
that from the result the cause could be produced. 
Following this theory I commenced on the olectro- 
thermic battery, reasoning that if heat geverated 
the electricity, by working backward heat could be 
made by electricity. For a long time I clung to 
this, but had finally to abandon it as praetically im- 
possible. Various other theories were tried and 
many weary hours spent in study when I should 
have been resting from my day’s work. 

‘Some of my experiments produced heat, but not 
in sufficient quantities to be of any benefit. Final- 
ly I started off on another tack ‘and ;began a new 
line of reasoning. Hest issimply an accelerated 
motion to the molecules of a body which crowd out 
a larger space forthemselvesin their faster move- 
ments, and consequently cause the expansion no- 
ticed in a heated object. This heat is diffused by 
radiation, that is by impartingits motion to the 
adjoining molecules. This is the ease either in asolid 
body orin fluid. Following up this theory I began 
experimenting with electricity as means for causing 
an increased motion tothe molecules ofa body. 
The first. thing necessary was to forma substance on 
which the electricity could act. Here it is.” 

Anirreguiar shaped piece of composition that 
looked like a lump of coke cr carbon was disclosed 
to view. Wires were connected at opposite ends of 
it, and that wasall. The inventor pressed a button 
and in an instant the mass gave forth a heat, not 
dry like a furnace, noryet damp, but that pleasant 
warmth felt on aspring day when the sun shines 
brightly and fairly invigorates a person after the 
eold days of winter. In the further corners of the 
room the heat evenly penetrated, and except when 
quite close the sound could not be noticed. The 
mass did not change color or present any different 
appearance when the current was shut off, 

“The composition of that is the first secret," said 
the electrician as he broke the current, “and will be 
so long as I can keepit. As you see, it is princi- 
pally carbon to conduct the electricity. By adding 
certain acids, it can be melted and moulded in any 
form desirable; in masses to put in grates, shaped 
like radiators, flat and placed under registers, or 
whatever way wanted. Icallitby a new name, 
carbodium. But here is the most important part of 
the whole thing; the machinery which gives motion 
to the molecules and generates heat in the carbod- 
ium... It consists of a deyice for making and break- 
ing a strong current of electricity as is donein an 
electric door bell. This, however, 1s made on an 
entirely different plan, and cost me two years of 
study. As it is not patented yet, I don’t wish the 
principle to become known, bné it acts with 
neoneeivable rapidity, in fact, so fast that placed 
n acircuit with electric lamps the light barely 
quivers. The currentis intended to pass through 
this and in jerks tothe carbodium. On that pecu- 
liar composition it has the effect first of producing 
the small amount of heat given off by an electric 
light or two wires when crossed, This is sufficient 
to start the accelerated action of the molecules, 
which is then taken up by the electricity, coming in 
broken currents faster than the motion of the mole- 
cules themselves, and quickly causes an intense 
heat. From this simple outline and the test you see 
my invention 1s a success.

Secking the Kingdom of Heaven—A Dis- 
tinctive Discourse in the 
Christian Church, ¢ 


The congregation which assembled in Tun- 
ter Street Christian church yesterday morning 
to hear Elder T. M. Harris, was, as is always 
the case, large and earnest.

discover it, identify it, but enter into itupon the 
terms of the gospel. To ‘seek’ his righteousness fs 
to accept salvation upon his terms—to accept par- . 
don upon the condittons of the gospel and then to 
attain to that holiness of heart and lief, the periec- 
tion of Christian character that God requires, To 
put the text into our forms of expression or Inodern 
inodes of thought would be tosay: “First find the 
church of Christ, enter into it upon the terms and 
conditions of the gospel, and then attain to heliness 
of heart and life,”

2-14, 15. 

The methods God used to bring Israel out of Egypt, 
were such as appealed to the noblest elements in 
their naturallife. He sentthem first a great leader, 
Moses stauds first among them as a law-giver, an 
Organizer, a leader, He was so successiul in or 
ganizing the Hebrew raceinto a@ separate and dis 
tinct nation that evidences of his work abide to our 
day. The Jews are Jews still, the worid over. 
Though scattered among all the peoplesand tongues 
of the earth, they maintain their national instincts 
and traits of character. God notonly sent Israel a 
great leader, in the person of Moses, but He marvel- 
ously displayed Ilis power in the rescue of tbat 
poome from the chains of slavery, 

e led them intothe wilderness. Here they had 
an to learn about themselyes.- In its soli- 
tude they could hear what God had to say to them. 
In Egypt, amid the din of brick making, and the 
lash of the task master, they were not in a condi- 
tion to hear the voice of God, though it may have. 
been uttered in their conciences, In the deep 
silence of the Arabian desert they could hear God's 
voice, and reviled their own lives, and come to a 
conception of the degradation that had 
upon them through contact 
Egyptian bondage end idolatry 
Then they could hear the words of comfort which 
God had for them. The passingof Israél out of 
Egyptian bondage very correctly symbolizes the 
process of a soui’s escape out ofthe bondage of ap- 
etite and passion into the freedom guaranteed by 
oyalty to God and the right. In every man’s expe- 
rience, who has come fromunuder the dominion of 
the flesh into the liberty of the spirit, there is a des- 
ert, a place in his life, tar back per- 
haps, where he hada reckoning with himseif, where 
the worthlessness of the world with its | 
fashion. and short lived successes were 
seen, where the value of spiritual and eternal 
things was impressed upon his mind, when he de- 
liberately concluded to break with the world, and | 
submit himselfto God. Every good man has hada 
time of sojourn in the wilderness in his life, Such - 
are the places where God first speaks comfortably 
to us; where He assures us o! His presenee and com- 
fort and protection. What man who has never 
crossed the Red Sea and the Arabian desertin his 
past life abides still in Egypt.

Her patriarchs and a 
few of her great men hed hopes of Israel before, but 
from this pointthe hopes of her leaders cometo be 
distributed throughout the entire nation, This 
single disposition of her people, ag a race, separates 
her and distinguishes from all the nations which 
surrounded her. The Jews from Joshua’s death to 
the birth of Christ were the only people on earth 
who had hope. By hopeI do not mean the spas- 
modic uprising of a temporary expectat 
tion, but ih great abiding conviction 
as tothe ultimate outcome of a people or a princi- 
ple. Egypt, as a nation, hadnohope. Her pyra 
tmids were built by her great kings as resting Reb 
for their bodies, until the spirits which onee dweit 
in them might ceme and inhabit them again. Her 
princes and her great men were emba!med for the 
fame purrose. The hope of going from the body of 
& man into that ofacat or some other animal, 
and coming back again to live in the body ofa 
man, was ho great hope Most people would 
prefer to be blotted out absolutely, than 
to live a life in all the animals ever created.

An Able gir ie Elder T. M. 


Seeking the Kingdom of Ueaven—A Dis- 
tinctive Discourse in the 
Christian Church. 


The congregation which assembled in Hun- 
ter Street Christian church yesterday morning 
to hear Elder T. M. Harris, was, as is always 
the case, large and earnest, The learned divine 
was fully alive to the subject, “‘The Kingdom 
of God and His Righteousness,” whioh he 
built upon the text Matthew 6th chapter Jéd 


yerse. Elder Harris said: 

The phrase kingdom o! Godaud its exact equiva 
lent ‘“Ihe Kingdo 1 of Heaven,” means in the tixed 
language of the Scripiure, the chureh of God— 
Christ's church. The phrase, his righteousness, 
means his method of saving survivors, the gospel 
plan of salvation, the gospel terms of pardon. To 
‘ook the “Kiugdom of God” is not only to find it, 
discover it, identify it, but enter into itupon the 
terms of the gospel. 
to accept salvation upon his terms—to accept par- 
dou upon the condittons of the gospel and then to 
attain to that holiness of heart and lief, the perfec- 
tion of Christian character that God requires, To 
put the text into our forms of expression or modern 
modes of thought would betosay: ‘First find the 
eburch of Christ, enter into it upon the terms and 
conditions of the gospel, and then attain to hoiincss 
of heart aud Jife,’”’ 

Under the firet division of the subject, ‘‘Seek the 
Kingdom of God or Church of God,” we must not 
go into this seeking with the preconceived opinion 
that we must find an organization, an autonomy 
or ecclesiasticism that can show a regular line ot 
succession uninterrupted from the apostles times 
tii] ours. NOsuch organiz:tion or church exists. 
Ji m ist be identified in some other way. In the 
Scriptures we have an authoritative statement or 
description that must guide us in our seeking and 
enable us to identify this church when found, Itis 
first discribed aga kingdom. The iatal mistake the 
Jews wade wasto expect au organization or autono- 
my. Christ said the kingdom ot Godcometh not with 
observation, (form-—-show, oiganization, pomp dis- 
ylav), but the kingdom of God is within you. In 
is ieart Christ rules and not through forms and 
Jegalisms. In the church Christ is sole authority. 
There is no joint or co-ordinate authority. No leg- 
jsiative body. 

It is called a building—‘‘On this rock I will build 
my church,” Built on the Aposties and prophets, 
Christ the chief coruer stone. The stone you build- 
ers rejected is become the head of the corner. 
Oiher foundations can no man lay than ls lard, Jesus 
Christ. It is called a body, of which Christ is the 
head—there is «ne body. He is the head of the body 
the church. Asmy head controls my, body, so 
Christ the head controls the church his body. Itis 
the whole family in Heaven and in earth named for 
Christ. Under the second division, the terms of ad- 
mission into this kingdom, or family, or church, is 
jlainly stated by Christ, its head and its King. 
There must be a conversion. @ new birth, a new 
creature, an absolute regeneration, Ist. Except

Under. the third division of the subject, Mr. Harris 
said: Having found the kingdom of God, the 
church of Christ, and having entered into it by re- 
generation, or being converted or born again—born 
of water and the spirit—let us add to our faith all 
the Christian graces. Let us live soberly, righteously 
and Godly ; glorifying God in our bodies and spirits 
thatare his. Let us walk in all the commandments 
and ordinances, blameless, remembering that the 


end of the commandment is love out of a pure 


heart, a good conscience and faith unfeigned. 
At Trinity Yesterday. 

There was a great mid-summer congrega- 
tion at Trinity yesterday to hear Rey. J. W. Lee 
preach on “Christianity the Religion of Hope.”

Martyn and Judson and Carey among missionaries, 
Chalmers{ and Wesley and Whiffield among 
great preachers. Their lives were full of hone and 
their writings are full of hope, for themselves 
andthe race. The vailey of Achor was the begin- 

ning of hope tothe Jews, and the cross of Calvary 
was the beginning of hope to the race. Out of Christ 
there is no well grounded hope. 

First Baptist Church—Morning Service. 

Dr. Shaver, editor of the Christian Index, 
and one of the most accomplished theologians of 
the Baptist church, preached an earnest and im- 
pressive sermon atthe morning service, from the 
text: “AnaG pti following the Lord stood by 
him and said, be of geod cheer, Paul, for as thou 
bast testified of me in Jerusalem, so must thou bear 
witness at Rome. Acts 23:11. 

Said the doctor: An eastern legend represents Jo} 
seph lying in a pit three nights and days, where 
had been thrown by his brothers. The angel WA- 
briel placed in this pit a luminous stone, to comfort 
and cheer him with light. There are many deep, 
aark, dreary, desolate pits into which Chnistians are 
thrown in this life. Genuine faith and hope in 
Christ are the luminous stones that iilumine these 
pits.e Christ always comes to his followers in times 
of distress. iis presence brings peace here as it 
willin beaven. We have an instance of this here 
inthetext. Paul's had beenalifeoftrouble. Be- 
nevolence brought Paul to Jerusalem, pity brought 
him to the temple, whither he had gone to make a 
vow to the Lord. 

His countrymen, against himon account of his 

faith, charged him with sedition and pro- 
faning the temple. In the midst of his 
devotions they jaid violent hands on_ him, 
Hio was rescued from a violent death by the 
commandant and sent before the sandbedrim. 

The sandhedrim divided and amid their dissen- 
tions he was placed in prison. Then he was friend- 
less and aloue without the prospect of human help. 
But help came from Heaven, -Jesus Christ came all 
the way from his home with the father and stood by 
him, tocheer and to comfort. Onee before Christ 
had come to him ashe journed to Damascus. He 
came then in the terror of:his might andistruck: him 
blinded to earth. Hethen wrapped around hima 
rob eof light, exceeding the brightness of the sun. 
But now he comes asa comforter to soothe and 
nurse him for the great work before him. 

He comes now in sympathy. The very Christ 
that hung on the cross, and ascended to heaven in 
a cloud frointhe midst of his disciples was here 
with Paul. So he comes to all his disciples in time 
ot direnecessity. Hecomes in the power or his 
truth. No true believer is unconstrained to say, 
‘the Lord Jesus has deserted me.’”?’ Where will 
Christ not goin the exhibition of his love? Inthe 
vilest dens on earth, if there be one penitential tear, 
one cry tomercey for mercy, Christ hastens with 
gentle step and pittying face. Let the man of 
Goad be thrown - where he may, he will 
find Christ ever present in time of need to comfort 
and tocheer. Doubtless Paul feltthe peril of his 
position on that dreagy night. Weare apt to think 
of him as the man of courage, rising above circum- 
siances of danger. But he was human and heir to 
the frailities ofmortal man. Christ came, knowing 
every feeling in hissou!. Knowing his depression, 
He said at once, be of good cheer. For two days he 
had barely escaped the vengeance of persecution. 
He felt the anguish of his situation, and he needed 
the presence and assurance of his Lord and Master. 
So in our affliction, when the pillars of our strength 
are all topling and falling over, Christis by our side 
ready and willing tobe our strength and our sup- 
port. In all our troubles we may have the presence 
of One who suffered and triumphed for us. An as- 
surance of safety was enough, but the love of Christ 
constrained Him todo more and to foreshadow to 
Paul that he should “bear witness of Him 
at tome.,”’ He wanted to preach in 
Rome. lor Him to live was Christ. 
Men might oppose, denounce,imprison, scourge and 
stone him, but they could not take from him the 
delight of preaching Christ.. He wanted to unfurl 
the standard of his master before the throne of the 
Casars—and here in his hour of deepest gloom, the 
assurance comes direct from the Lord, that he 
should preachin Rome, What comfort to Paul that 
he should live to labor where he longed to go, In 
ali Jerusalem that night there was not one so happy 
as Paul. <All this wicked world can do 
to the #@histian is to make . Christ 
come nearer to him. We live in a world of sorrow. 
In every cupis the wormwood and the gall. In 
every path are briars and thorns. Every sky is o’er 
cast with clouds. Itisthe destiny of all men to 
know disappointment. Grief comes in many forms. 
The ‘tenderest associations are rudely broken. 
Earth’s closest ties are broken. Sad, sad partings 
come when we expect them not. The whole crea- 
tion groaneth with pain. Pass through all this sor- 
row and anguish, the one and only help 
is to have — the Lord Jesus ever near. 
To have him stand by us as he stood by 
Paul. He will come and bean ever present help if 
we will haveiaithin him. He will place in our 
hands the white banner of peace. This banner is 
simple faith. Let us reafize our dependence on 
Christ in the hour of suffering and know that he is 
near. That by faith we draw him to our side, and 
that he will turn our sorrow into joy. Let us place 
our rlivesin his hands and he will bear them 
ently on to that cternal life, when all earth’s 
ragments will be reunited, when sorrow isno more,

THE COLORED VOTE. 


Division of Vote the Solution of the “Negre 
Problem.”’ 
From the Baltimore Sun. 

When Mr. Thurman was waited upon the 
other day by a deputation of colored men he gave 
them this wise advice: ‘Divide your yote.’”’ In 
that brief sentence lies the solution of what is called 
“the negro problem.’’ So long as republican sena- 
tors likeeIngalls and journals like the Tribuue insist, 
in the face of many facts to the contrary, that al 
the colored voters in the south are republicans, and 
that their votes are suppressed—whica, if true in 
geome instances, is by no means true in general—so 
long will large numbers of northern and western 
republicans be deluded by assertions that at best 
are only occasionally true. The fact is that since 
‘the decline of the republican party at the south 

thousands of colored voters take no iuterest in 
politics, or at least abstain from voting at elec- 
tions, Virginia beiug, perhaps, the one excep- 
tion. Others still vote the republican ticket, 
while some have gone over to the democratic party, 
The last Loufsiana state election was an evidence o 
it. The colored voters there were counted by both 
democratic factions, ‘‘Thousands upon thousands,” 
said tho Progress, a Louisiana paper published by 
colored people, ‘‘voted for the Nicholls ticket, and 
thus assisted in the overthrow ofthe McEnery fac- 
tion.’’: It was the same in Mobile, Ala., and Peters- 
burg, Va., where quitea number of colored men 
not long since voted for democratic candidates. 
They are beginning to be recognized also, and this 
s bringing the colored and white democratic voters 
more closely together. After General Beauregard, 
who received many colored votes at the last election 
in Louisiana, was chosen comumissioner of public 
works, he announced that he wouid give twenty- 
five percent of his appointments to his colored 
supporters. It would be rash to say from 
these and oiber instances that the color line 
in politics is lr ken, but it may be truthfully said 
that itis weakening. Itis certain that the colored 
people are becoming actuated by a more independ- 
ent spirit. At the last Alabama state convention 
William J. Stevens, a colored man, was made tem. 
porary chairman. Hisspeech must have surprised 
his republican associates, ‘We cannot disguise the 
fact,”’ he said, “that the meanest and most unmiti 
gated rascals in the country were the federal offi- 
cers appointed in A’abama under Hayes, Gartield 
end Arthur. * * -* © The election of 
Mr. Cleveland was & bicssing in disguise tous. We 
are free men in this convention, and we will act as 
may se@im best in our judgment. with nonue to mo- 
lest or make us afraid.’’ This, from a pronounced 
republican, sounds likea deeibration of independ- 
ence, and certainly looks as if before long the col- 
ored people will act on the advice of Mr. Thurman 
, and “divide their vote,”’

WASHINGTON, July 23.—In the senate Mr. 
Dawes moved to proceed to the eonsideration 
of the fishéries treaty in open executive Session, 
and of the resolation offered by Mr. Morgai>in 

ticn therete. A discussion arose as to 
ther Mr. Morgan’s resolution was & ex- 
ecutive or a legislative proposition ; the presid- 
ing oflicer expressing the opinion thatit was
